Portland, Me., Jan. 2 (A.P.).—The 
splash of what was believed to’ be an 
airplane into the sea off Cape Cod, 
by officers and crew of the 
schooner Rose Ann Belliveau, is be- 
lieved by them to have solved the fate 
of Mrs. Frances Wilson Grayson’s am- 
phibian plane, the Dawn, and its daring 
fliers. 

Capt. R. V. Comeau, of the schooner, 
reported here today that he was called 
on deck during a howling northwester 
shortly after 7:30 o’clock on the night 
of December 23, when his vessel was at 
a point 18 miles: northwest of Nauset 
Beach Light on Cape Cod. The captain 
said he first distinguished faint sounds

He stated that while only a staunch 
vessel could have battled against the 
seas at that time, he made an attempt 
to “hang around” with the Belliveau, a 
Nova Scotia three-master on its way up 
the coast to Portland. Prior to his ar- 
rival here yesterday he had put into 
port at Salem, Mass., where the Belli- 
veau remained for five days before

Inquiries Being Planned.

A clash over 
tariff revision will break out probably 
tomorrow when Senator McMaster tries 
to force throtigh his resolution favor- 
ing a lowering of tariff rates.

British Circles Interested. 


London, Jan. 2 (A.P.).—The progress 
of negotiations for a Franco-American 
pact outlawing war is being watched 
in offictal circles here with great in- 
terest in anticipation of the possibiltly 
that Great Britain and other nations 
will be invited to join later. 

The official attitude is that any sug- 
gestion for British adherence would 
receive a favorable consideration from 
the government, but there is no desire 
to pledge in advance the British at- 
titude before the actual terms of the 
pact are known or whether other na- 
tions would be willing to adhere. 

It was stated today that the govern- 
ment as yet has no official knowledge 
of the contents of the draft pact and 
officials are reluctant to, accept as au- 
thoritative press versions which have 
been cabled from the United States. 

The London Star in an editorial to- 
day on the proposed pact says that the 
only fly in the ointment on the British 
side is the unwillingness of the British 
government to pledge itself to adopt 
arbitration, whatever the question and 
whether Great Britain likes it or not. 

Questions which would arise about 
sea law are among those which it is 
almost certain would be brought for- 
ward by some power, the paper says, 
and the decision of an international 
tribunal probably would be hostile to 
the British view. 

With the United States opposing, the 
Star says, Great Britain, in the event 
of another war, could not enforce her 
i'view of sea law, and the Star thinks, 
‘therefore, that it would be better to 
accept the jnternational view. 

“With this question removed,” the 
paper says, “we see no reason why we 
should not celebrate the year 1928 by 
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pledging ourselves to accept arbitra- 
tion always.”

While Wat- 
son, himself, sought no political office 
during this time of his wide influence, 
it is political history that no one whom 
he fought was elected to office. He was 
once against Hardwick and for him and 
against Hoke Smith and for him and 
their political success was measured by 
the occasions when Watson was for 
them. Smith was retired from public 
life, tn fact, largely because he refused 
to respite a murderer friend of Wat- 
son. This was when Watson went to 
the Senate himself. 


Heflin Could Stir Strife. 


The bulk of Watson’s influence lay 
in the rural sections where his anti- 
Catholic attacks fell on fertile ground, 
but he picked up scattered support in 
the cities because of his sheer brilliance. 

No other Southern State, not even 
Alabama, has a Watson, and Georgia is. 
without him now, but there ts still the 
religious prejudice which permitted 
nim to thrive. 

Heflin, it is believed among politi- 
cians, is the most likely one to capital- 
ize this prejudice with anything like 
the Watsonian effectiveness now, and 
there is considerable speculation as to 
whether he will seek to do it in 1928. 
Developments in Alabama recently, it 
is pointed out, would tend to dissuade 
him from doing so. 

It is reasoned, too, that no political 
gain could come to Heflin by cam- 
paigning against the nominee in

Mina Van Winkle, who made a 
round of every licensed place of amuse- 
ment in the city Sunday morning and 
gathered evidence of alleged ‘violations 
of Article 16, Section 16, of the Police 
Regulations, which prohibits Sunday 
entertainment, except between 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon and 11 at night. If 
the evidence is sufficient, Seal said, he 
will file charges against the managers 
of the resorts.

Mountain States Get Some

New York, Jan. 2 (A.P.).—Three men 
were found frozen to death today in 
the city’s first real cold wave of the 
winter. 


The thermometer dropped to 11 de- 
grees above zero at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing, but after that rose steadily, passing 
the 20 degree mark at noon and climb- 
ing as the day passed. 

Free lodging houses were taxed to 
capacity. Almost 1,000 persons sought 
beds last night and preparations were 
made to handle a like number tonight. 

Liners arriving today steamed up the 
harbor with their superstructures ‘coat- 
ed in thick ice. 

The men found dead, two in door- 
ways and one on a park bench, were 
a gateman at Bellevue Hospital, an 
unidentified white man and a negro.

Chicago, Jan. 2 (A.P.).—Bitter cold, 

which has overspread the Middle West 
from the Rocky Mountains to the Great 
Lakes region, will probably continue 
for another 24 hours, weather forecasts 
indicated tonight. 

A little relief was promised for some 
time tomorrow, when more snow is ex- 
pected to pile still higher the drifts 
that have blocked traffic and caused 
heavy damage to transportation facili- 
ties. 

Today the cold wave, most severe in 
the middle and Northwest, had spread 
east to the Atlantic seaboard and south 
to Florida, the Pacific slope being the 
only region to escape. 

More than two score deaths attrib- 
uted to the cold had been reported, 25 
of them from Chicago, while in the 
Northwest, where the temperatures 
ranged from zero to 15 and 20 below, 
huge snowdrifts blocked roads and 
handicapped railway traffic. 

Bismarck,- N. Dak., today boasted a 
reading of 34 degrees beiow zero, while 
at Chicago it was 6 below, according to 
the Weather Bureau, but many sub- 
urbs reported 15 and 17 degrees below.

Snow began falling late today in 
northern Oklahoma, In Texas, the cold 
extended into the lower Rio Grande 
Valley, where tender vegetables were 
damaged.

Atlanta, Jan. 2 (A.P.).—Winter’s New 
Year blasts that brought colder weather

Beginning with the dawn of 1928, 
the rapid decline in the mercury from

Thus is con- 
fusion worse confounded, and the true rela- 
tiou of the defendant to the crime lost sight of 
forever. The outcome of the modern criminal 
trial, where insanity is set up as a defense, may 
truly be described as upon the lap.of the gods. 
The verdict of a bewildered jury is reached in 
a fog of hysteria, hypocrisy and abstract 
reasoning which, whatever else it does, ob- 
scures the true merits of the case. 

In England the problem of insanity in 
crime has been solved in a drastic, if illogical, 
manner. A defendant acquitted in that 
country on the ground of insanity is, without 
further ado, committed to an asylum for life, 
no matter how sane he may afterward become. 
Hence, whatever, the ultimate injustice or 
error, the temptation to enter a plea of in- 


' sanity is materially lessened, for under no 


circumstances is a criminal defective, .once 
formally committed, ever released. But in the 
United States that is far from being the case, 
as every one Knows. 

The logical solution of what has become a 
very grave problem would seem to lie in com- 
promise. It is impossible to deny the inno- 
cence of genuine incanity. On the other 
hand, it is no less apparent that, as the law 
stands in most States, almost any defendant 
in a capital trial, short of confession or over- 
whelming evidence to the contrary, may enter 
tic plea of insanity and be subjected to a rival 
corps of “‘experts’’ whose chief business is to 
find conclusions agreeable to their employers 
and thus, in the face of evidence flatly con- 
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tradictory, gain, first, his acquittal, and then 
his liberty. In neither case will he have been 
justly dealt with. If sane and guilty, he 
should be punished. If insane and guilty, he 
should not, properly speaking, be punished at 
all, neither should he be presently, released 
again to menace society. 


Thus, the way to a rightful decision where 


insanity is entered as a plea would seem to 
point toward action by the State. A perma- 


nent board of alienists and mental experts | 


whose qualifications are undisputed by the 
members of the medical profession should be 
appointed to take cognizance of all such cases. 
The testimony of rival experts should be done 
away with. When a plea of insanity is made 
th court should be able to refer the question 
to an impartial body duly authorized under the 
law. If the defendant is found by that body 
to be insane, then let him be treated as insane. 
If .e is found to be sane, let him be brought to 
trial. Let the question of sanity be definitely 
ruled out of his case. If he is acquitted, he 
is acquitted as sane and innocent. If he is 
condemned, he is condemned as sane and 
guilty. There will, at least, be no confusion in 
the mind of the jury. 


Such a method for dealing with pleas of 
insanity would seem to be the most logical and 
the fairest that could be devised to meet a 
situation that has become intolerable.

To the Editor of The Post—sir: 
Judging from the newspaper reports, 
the demand for better jurors is wide- 
spread and insistent. The blame for 
our troubles does not wholly rest with 
the jurors. What we need is a remodel- 


‘ing of our judicial system so as to pro- 


hibit the dragging of trials over weeks 
and weeks. Jurors, no matter how in- 
telligent and devoted to their duty, 
can not carry in their minds all the 
points of evidence properly bearing on 
the case, for weeks amid the conten- 
tions of wrangling attorneys. Evidence 
is often conflicting, frequently made so 
by sharp attorneys for the sole purpose 
of confusing the jurors.

the District are better paid, on 
average, by $769 annually than teach- 
ers in any of the States,” pub- 
lished some time ago, is misleading. 
These statistics, taken from a United 
States Bureau of Education bulletin 
for 1924-25, cover the entire United 
States. The injustice of comparing sal- 
aries in the District of Columbia, which 
has no rural sections, with those in any 
State in the Union, ali of which have 
large rural sections, is apparent. Rural 
teachers’ salaries, as well as their re- 
quirements for teaching, have always 
been much lower than those of city 
teachers; hence, a comparison of the 
average pay in an agricultural State, 
for example, with that of the City of 
Washington, distorts the situation. In 
comparing urban areas of similar pop- 
ulation, in general, it may be said that 
the salaries are greater than those in 
Washington. In New Orleans the sal- 
ary obtainable is $250 greater than in 
Washington; in Yonkers, $300 greater; 
in Cincinnati, $400 greater; in St. 
Louis, $800 greater; in Newark, $1,000 
greater.

Freetown, Sierra Leone, Africa, 
Jan. 2 (A.P.).—The Negroes of the 
Sierra Leone protectorate could all 
call their bodies their own today as 
they began work with the opening 
of the new year. Nearly 250,000 do- 
mestic slaves were delivered from 
bondage yesterday by decree, and 
today were on a basis of political 
equality with their former masters.

tity were disclosed, be open to public 
inspection under reasonable conditions 
during business hours. 


Civil Service Exempted. 


Any citizen or taxpayer may, if denied 
access to records and papers, bring man- 
damus action in any Federal court of 
record or original jurisdiction, com- 
pelling officials or employes to reveal 
them, under the proposed legislation. 

Specific provision is made with 
reference to the minutes, cortespon- 
dence, employment lists, questionnaires 
and other papers of the Civil Service 
Commission and Personnel Classifica- 
tion Board, but these agencies, in addi- 
tion to enforcement officers’ records, 
also are allowed discretionary powers in 
withholding material to b~ used in tests 
which have not yet been held, and 
confidential reports of former employers 
regarding persons who have taken or 
who expect to take tests.

| The guarantee provision in the Wil- 
son plan is the one that has caused 
the most unfavorable comment amoung 
the citizens here. They are afraid that 
-eventually it might force an increase 
in fares. 

Senator Capper said he was strongly 
opposed to any plan, no matter who 
the author, which would result tn @ 
fare increase. However, he of the 
opinion that the fears of many citizens 
that a merger would cause such an ine 
crease are not founded on facts. 

Two bills have been introduced im 
Congress providing for a straight 5-cent 
fare here, one of them being introduced 
in the House by Representative Blan- 
ton, of Texas, and one in the Senate by 
Senator Kellar, of Tennessee. 

So far as a merger goes, Congress now 
is waiting on the District Public Utill- 
ties Commission. That commission has 
before it three plans for a merger and 
is trying to evolve from them one that 
will meet with favor. 

When the commission makes its re- 
port, the committees of the House and 
Senate will introduce a bill providing 
for a merger, and the next step will be 
to try and have if passed.
